VIEWS OF THE “ ARBEITER-ZEITUNG.”. 


A Newspaper Utterance Concerning the 
Meeting of Wednesday Night. 

The following appeared in the Arbeiter- 
Zeitung yesterday concerning the meeting at 
Twelfth Street Turner Hall: 

The Star Spangled Banner, the American flag, 
has been dragged in the mud not by 
those who have the law but by those 
who have the power behind them.

For 
these reasons he considered it the better part of 
valor to concede the demand and to postpone to 
another time the solution of the question whether 
a police scalawag should have the right to dis- 
turb a peaceful meeting and to dictate concern- 
ing the decoration of the ball.

The police got wind of 
the affair and descended upon the meeting 
while they were listening to a wild hara ngue 
in favor of tearing up society by the roots 
and tossing it over the fence. No arreste were 
made, but the flagsand mourning cloth were 
torn down and the group dispersed. It is said 
that at an Anarchist gatherimg in Cracow 
Wednesday night a police spy who was pres- 
ent heard some intimations of a plot against 
the life of Gen. Gourko, the noted Russian ot- 
ficer and tool of the Czar. The spy reported 
his discovery, which was at once communicat- 
ed to the authorities.

LAKE-FRONT ART INSTITUTE, 
ontsiteppsiiaiatmmmna 

It Will Occupy the Site of the Inter-State 
Exposition Building—The Wallis Will 
Be Bedford Lime Stone and the Roof 
Copper and Glass—General Exterior KEf- 
fect Rich, Simple, and Impressive—Mr. 
Hutchinson Is Delighted—The Scheme 
in Detail. 


Chicago is to have, on the Lake-Front, a 
magnificent $800,000 Art Institute. It is to be 
classic in design, fireproof in construction, 
and is to form for yeara to come a beautiful 
storehouse for the protection and exhibition of 
the paintings and statuary which may be ac- 
cumulated by the Art Institute and art con- 
noisseurs of Chicago. 

After months of discussion the plans for 
this building have been finally determined 
upon by the Building committee of the Art 
Institute, and were approved yesterday after- 
noon by the Committee on Grounds and Build- 
ings of the World’s Fair. The approval of 
this committee was necessary, for $200,000 of 
the amount proposed for the structure Is to 
be furnished by the Board ot Directors of the 
Exposition. 

The location of the art palace, it has been 
practically decided, will be on the site of 
the present Inter-State Industrial Exposi- 
tion Building on the Lake-Front. This old 
structure, according to the terms. of a city 
ordinance granted some time ago to the 
World’s Fair directors, may be torn down 
after Dec. 1. C. L. Hutchinson is desirous 
that the proposed building be placed where 
the Exposition Building now stands, The new 
structure is to have its main entrance fronting 
Adams street, with wings extending equal dis- 
tances north and south. 

The design for the structure has been pre- 
pared by Architects Shipley, Rutan, and 
Coolidge. 

Description of the Building. 

The proposed building is to be 320 feet long 
on Michigan avenue. The main depth will be 
170 feet, with projections, makingin all 208 
feet in depth. The plan of the structure 1s 
that of a parallelogram. It consists of two 
galleries, the first being devoted to plaster 
casts, sculptures, busts, models, etc. ; the sec- 
oud to pictures, being lighted by skylights 
from above. The main galleries are twenty- 
seven feet wide and the second galleries twelve 
feet wide. The main staircasq is di- 
rectly in front. as the visitor enters, 
and divides the court-yard into two parts, one 
of which is to be octupied as a lecture-room, 
capable of seating 1,000 people, and the othér 
is tp be a library, in which will be kept the 
reference books and all books pertaining to 
art. 
some future date, but the space will be filled 
until then with two large halls. It is not in- 
tended to construct the rear of the building 
at present, thus allowing the halls to extend 
much farther than they would otherwise. The 
plan of the picture galleries is similar to that 
of the statuary halls below, except that most 
of the Tooms will be lighted by skylights. 
Pictures of a few of the Dutch masters and 
smaller pictures will be in smaller galleries 
with side light. The basement in the rear, 
owing to the falling away of the ground, will 
be amply lighted and ventilated. The un 
packing rooms will be in the basenient. ' Ele- 
vators will carry the heavy pictures and other. 
bulky articles to the galleries above. , 

The exterior of the building is classic in’ 
feeling, and every effort has been made to} 
have it simple, dignified, and expressive of the 
purpose to which it is to be applied. Hey 

The whole building will be constructed: of 
‘Bedford limestone with a base of granite. 
The lower story will be rusticated as far as 
the top of the first fleor.. Above’ this will be a 
plain band of chiseled stone, and surmounting 
this will be panels filled. with statuary. Sur- 
mounting this will be an entablature and cor- 
nice richly decorated, the effect of which will 
be highly increased by the plain surface seen 
below. The idea of the exterior is to keep the 
main masses plain and simple, grouping the 
richness in certain places which are important 
in the design of the building. These are to be 
rendered as rich as possible, The roof will be 
of copper and glass and will present an ornate 
and artistic appearance. 

Entrance Hall of Marble. 

The entrance hall will be marble, and the 
principal feature will be the grand staircase, 
which is in a cage fifty feet square. This is 
lighted by a large skylight overhead, and an 
arcade is formed by arches on all four. sides. 
The marble work of the staircase will be 
white, and the decoration is to be in keeping 
with it. The vestibule will be in marble and 
mosaic, and beyond this is to be the entrance 
hall, which will be in marble, with mosaic 
floors and ceiling. The galleries lead out 
from this from either side, and will be entered 
through arched openings. 

The plans provide for the use of hollow 
brick inner walls, overlaid with one and one- 
half inch planks, covered with maroon cloth, 
which will aliow heavy pictures to be screwed 
into the walls where most convenient. It will 
be lighted by electricity, and all modern im- 
provements will be used. 

The. first cost of the building, according to 
the present.plans, will be $600,000. It is ex- 
pected that later an additional $200,000 will be 
contributed by art-loving citizens of Chicago 
that will be expended for annexes. As the 
scheme for raising the money now stands it is 
expected that the Art Institute, through the 
sale of its present property, Van Buren. street 
and Michigan avenue, wiil realize $300,000. 
The World’s Fair directory has promised 
$200,000. Another $100,000, Mr. Hutchinson 
said yesterday, will be raised by private sub- 
scription, for Chicago people are willing and 
glad to contribute their money for anything 
of this nature. — 

The World’s Fair Congresses. 

During the period of the Exposition the 
building is to be used for world’s congresses. 
As this plan will seat thousandsiof people in a 
handsome structure the World’s Fair man- 
agement has felt justified in appropriating the 
$200,000. The various halls throughout the 
city, it was thought by the directory, will 
scarcely afford sufficient room for these con- 
gresses. At the samo time the idea was enter- 
tained that Chicago, after raising and expend- 
ing from $10,000,000 to $15,000,000, had a right 
to a permanent structure as a memorial build- 
ung of the World's Fair. This.is:what it is 
proposed the Lake-Front Aré Institute shall 
be. Every other World’s Fair building, so 
far as known at present, will be temporary. 
They will all be located in Jackson Park, and, 
according to the terms of the ordinance 
granted by the South Park Commission, 
must be torn down before January, 1894, 
Semi-official negotiations have been pending 
between the Exposition management and the 
Commissioners to make either the Fisheries 
or Horticuitural Building permanent, but no 
yee has been reached.

Mrs. Harriet Bryan Secures the Title to 
Mach Chicago Property.

decision rendered today Mrs. Harriet Bryan, 


ly crazy, secures Chicago property valued at 
$200,000. Some time since Cashier Hinkley of 
the Rock County Bank was named as her 
guardian, suits were brought and resulted in 
her favor. Mrs. Bryan, though insane, con- 
ceived the idea that the property was of 
immense value, and frequently asserted 
it would some day make tne fortune of the 
entire family. ‘lhe fact that Mrs. Bryan was 
insane was the one thing which saved the 
property to her, as under the [Illinois law in- 
terests in property do not lapse in cases of 
lunacy. The property in question is eighty 
acres situated just southwest of Jackson 
Park, Chicago. In tracing the ownership the 
records showed that in 1837 Charles Stanton, 
a brother of Mrs. Bryan, acquired title to the 
property from Henry Pardee. In 1843 Stan- 
ton started overland for the gold fields 
of ‘California. One day, while the party 
was in camp in Colorado, Stanton wandered 
into the mountains and was killed by 
wolves, his partially devoured body being 
found the following day by his comrades. 
Stanton being a single man, his property re- 
verted to his brothers .and sisters, eight in 
number. The heirs neglected to pay the taxes 
on it, and in 1846 it was sold to Mr. Russell for 
75 cents an acre at atax sale. The property 
was sold many times, a few months ago being 
transferred to Lous M. Frankheim, and after 
this purchase the suit on behalf of Mrs. Bryan 
was brought and resulted in her favor.

Caused Quite a Debate.

** You bet, it was a pretty close call for your 
life,’’ was Averili’s reply to the curious group 
of railroad employés who surrounded him.

A BIG SHORTAGE IN HIS ACCOUNTS.

W. Q. JUDGE ON “THEOSOPRHY.” 


An Address on the Subject Delivered at the 
Athenwum—W hat it Means. 

William Q. Judge, General Secretary of the 
American Section of the Theosopical Society, 
last evening explained to a large crow4 at the 
Athenzum what theosophy is and what it 1s not. 
He spoke of the many popular misconcep- 
tions concerning the principles of theosophy. 

“ The motto of the Theosophical Society,” 
said Mr. Judge, “is: ‘ There Is No Religion 
Higher than Truth,’ and the only doctrine a 
man subscribes to in joining the society is the 
universal brotherhood of map.” 

The speaker compared the various systema 
of religion, and endeavored to trace them all 
back to the same fountainhead of truth. In 
speaking of the Indian religions he said: 

“ For sixty years England has, been fur- 
nishing education to young men of India 
without any religious instruction, the 
object being to make them capable of serving 
in the army. It has been demonstrated that 
money spent on religious teaching is thrown 
away. y are sogthy to t the civiliza- 
tion aud education, but as to religion they say: 
‘It is the same as our own in its essential 
features and in other respects it is not as good. 
We can’t tell whether you want us to be Bap- 
tists or Methodists or Presbyterians.’ lt is 
impossible to make Christians of them.”’

Some ‘nteresting Statistics Regarding Con- 
versions—Progress of the Union Revival. 
Two. thousand people crowded into Union

DONN PIATT JOINS THE GREAT MAJORITY 


After a Brief Tiiness the Distinguished 
Journalist Passes Away. 

Crzuveianpé O:, Nov. 12.--| Special. }—Donn 
Piatt died at 3 o’clock this afternoon at his 
home at Mac-o-Che, in Logan County. He 
had been ill only a week with lung fever, and 
his condition was not considered alarming 
until Wednesday. He attempted to make his 
will, but became speechless and was unable to 
finish it. He was born at Cincinnati June 19, 
1819, and is best known for his career at the 
National Capital as editor of the Washington 
Sunday Capitol. In 1888 he edited Belford’s 
Magazine. At the time of his death he was 
engaged upon a biography of Gen. George H. 
Thomas. His latest work for the press wns a 
series of letters toa Cleveland paper on the 
issues and candidates. of the late campaign, 
which attracted wide attention. Col. Piatt h 
been twice married, and his second wife, for 
many years an invalid, survives him.

Dr. Garrott, Chief Medical Inspector, and 
Capt. Walter V. Hoyt, Assistant Commis- 
sioner of Health, were ordered to proceed with 
the full medical staff to Blue Island. Accom- 
panied by the following doctors they left at 
4:25 0’clock fully equipped: L. H. Mont- 
gomery, Frank Carey, J. K. Weiner, 0.

Hoff, E, H. Smith, H. Spaulding, and Secre- 
tary Kellogg, 

_By order of the Commissioner the train was 
divided into two sections, the first from Bos- 
ton with Raymond tourists and the sec nd 
with ona | ey emigrants from Rotterdam, 
Bremen, Odessa, and Liverpool. 

Drs. Montgomery and Weiner were detailed 
to board the first section and vaccinate all 
who would submit to the precautionary meas- 
ure. The doctors boarded the first section at 
Haybord on its way to Chicago and vaccinated 
the ngers whose exposure was indirect. 

emigrants on the steamer Rugia at 
New York Tuesday from Rotterdam had 
shown slight symptoms of small-pox and had 
been vaccinated and allowed to proceed West, 
The quarantine officers at Point Edward, 
Ont., on the St. Clair River, allowed them to 
pass the line, but at Port Huron, Mich., the 
quarantine officers discovered six « well-de- 
veloped cases of small-pox in a Russian fam- 
ily.

No two spoke the same tongue, some were 
consigned by tags in their Stanley caps to 
South Dakota, some to Michigan and Wiscon- 
sin points,and some to California. All car- 
ried their food in gunny sacks, and all their 
worldly goods in table cloths. y were 
hurried out of the car, divested of all their 
outer clothing and miscellaneous baggage, 
and put in the waiting-room. To console 
‘hem big sandwiches and pots of coffee were 
provided by the health department. 

Capt.. Hoyt arr great: pots of sulphur 
and alcohol through the infected car. Dr. 
Garrott, with a pot of water and a supply of 
vaccine points was busy among the frightened 
emigrants vaccinating all who could not show 
the right kind of scars on their arms. Then 
the baggage was transferred to the open air 
to be ventilated and the emigrants returned to 
the .fumigated car. . Quantities of sulphur 
were set on fire in the depot where the emi- 
grants had been. 

The Emigrants Proceed. 

After all precautions had been taken the 
emigrant car was attached to train No. 8, 
which was an hour behind time. Only one 
exposed person is known to have escaped the 
vigilance of the health authorities. He was a 
news agent, who left the train at Port Huron

TWO REPUBLICAN SENATORS FOR OHIO. 

Ohio Republican papers cootain articles ad- 
yocating the election of ex-Gov. foraker by 
the Ohio Legislature to occupy the seat in the 
United States Senate vacated by the expira- 
tion of H. B. Payne’s term and the election 
of Senator Joha Sherman to succeed himeelf. 
The arguments of the Commercial-.Gazette 
for this joint election are strong ones and are 
sufficiently to the point to entitle them to con- 
sideration both in the Legislature and in the 
Senate, so that the question may be settled 
whether Ohio is not entitled to two seats in 
the latter body. 

The points for the unseating of Calvin $ 
Brice and the substitution of ex-Gov. Foraker 
are based primarily upon the fact that the 
“ friends ” of Payne bought his seat for him. 
The price paid was said to be $200,000. There 
are swarms of witnesses to the purchase, and 
Payne never dared to rise and call for an in- 
vestigation. ‘‘The pretense,” says the Ga- 
zette, “ that there was not vufficient testimony 
to prove that he was in a purchased seat was 
false, Investigation by the Senate would have 
been conviction. That is why the millionaire 
club and its attorneys’ and stipendiaries, flat- 
terers and sycophants, prevented the Senate 
from investigating,”’ Then occurred the pur- 
chase of Payne's seat by Calvin $ Brice of 
New York. “The New York World (Dem.) 
has been good enough to furnish in compact 
form the evidence of this case of bribery, and 
the principal witness is John H. Thomas of 
Springfield, O., whose accounts show that he 
spent over $60,000 in trying to placehimself in 


‘| Payne’s seat, and that Brice outwitted and 


outbid him and got the place.”’ In addition to 
the use of money for the purchase of his seat 
it is to be taken into account that 1 is alleged 
he is not a citizen of Ohio, but of New York. 
This business must be brought to the attén- 
tion of the Senate, and the Commercial- 
Gazette suggests that it can only be done 
under the leadership of Senator John Sher- 
man. It summarizes and condenses its argu- 
ment in the following vigorous fashion: 

‘Mr. Brice is keen asa razor, and has qualities 
of winning men, but he should exercise them in 
his capacity of businese-man in New York. and 
not as a Democratic politician in Ohio. It is true 
that the seat in the Senate was for sale by the 
Democratic party. Aseatin the Senate, as the 
Democratic party is constituted in Ohio, is al- 
ways for sale when that party is in possession of 
the Legislature, and Col. Cal Brice simply com- 
plied with the conditions. The first point is, so 
much money is wanted for the Senatorial chair 
that only millienaires need apply. The Payne 
election was upon this principle, and fixed the 
fashion. When Sherman was the latest time re- 


publican majority inthe Assembly on joint bal- 
lot, and there was a Democratic bid for votes of 
$25,000 cash, a Montgomery County farm worth 
that amount, or a nominal situation in Canada 
amounting to $5,000 a year during the six years of 
the Senatorial term. Republican members be- 
lieved susceptible were offered their choice. 

But there was nota Republican who flinched, 
and the Democrats from Cincinnati, certified on 
plain and proven forgery—the forger was con- 
victed and sent to the penitentiary—and the 
whole Democratic party in the State sustained 
him in the Legislature and in the Supreme 
' Court of the State. If the Democrats had won 

the next Legislature the seat that Sherman hon- 
ors would have been bought by the most liberal 
of the Democratic millionaires. 

The investigation of this business is de- 
manded by every consideration of National 
and Republican State politics. It will not be 
opposed by the Gov. Campbell men, it is said, 
for they are mad because Brice did not make 
the speeches expected of him and did not con- 
tribute liberally enough to the campaign fund. 
But, as the Commercial-Gazette says, 
“of course he could not satisfy the 
boys of the Democracy. They | would 
squeal for more if there were millions in the 
swill and they had their snouts in it up to the 
ears. The Democrats are such awful con- 
‘sumers of boodle that they make their mill- 
ionaire boodlers tired.’’ 

There is but little doubt that when the Ohio 
Legislature meets in January it will adopt a 
joint resolution setting forth that Calvin $ 
Brice cannot represent the State of Ohio in 
the Senate as he is a citizen of New York, that 
his substitute will be chosen, ex-Gov. Foraker, 
perhaps, and that he will go to Washington 
with Gov. McKinley’s credentials in his pocket 
and demand that the seat shall be taken away 
from the New-Yorker and given to himself as 
the representative of Ohio. He will show 
good cause for unseating a man who has no 
constituency and putting in his place one 
who has. It is time that it should be decided, 
not alone for the people of Ohio but for the 
people of the whole country, whether a citizen 
of one State can buy a seat in the United 
States Senate from the Legislature of another 
State. Ifso, then there is no such thing as 
representative government in this country. 


THE WATER FAMINE IN NEW YORK CITY. 

Long and loud complaints are made by the 
people of New York City, as shown in the 
Sun, because they are deprived of sufficient 
water for use. In many parts of the city it 
cannot be obtained above the basement. Or-

City, however, appears to be the worst off, 
and the danget of famine is increasing daily 
because itis next to impussible to make the 
people of a large city enconomize. 

Great as the provocation is, we have no dis- 
position to rejoice over the miseries of New 
York. For two or three years past ite papers 
have vilified the water supply of this city and 
sought to prejudice people coming here 
against it and to injure the city with mali- 
cious and false statements concerning both the 
quantity and quality of our drinkmg water, 
and now the chalice is commended to Tts own 
lips. Wecan wish New York no worse wish 
than that it had a lake like Lake Michigan 
at its doors, with an inexhaustible supply of 
clear, cold water whose quality near the shore 
is only affected a few days in the year, and 
whose wholesomeness is unquestioned, and 
that it had the prospect Chicago has in store— 
namely: that within a short time it will have 
not only an inexhaustible supply, not for a 


few years but for all time to come, but that } 


it will be the clearest, purest, and must whole- 
some water in the world every day in the year. 
While Chicago sympathizes with New York in 
its sorry plight it is impossible at the same 
time not to recognize the absolute calamity 
which might have occurred had the World’s 
Fair been located there. This of itself should 
render every New-Yorker thankful that it 
came to Chicago, which can accommodate the 
world, if need be, with pure water. 


SENATOR SHERMAN ON PROTECTION. 

The following is an extract from an “ offi- 
cial” interview with Senator Sherman of 
Ohio printed last Sunday: 

Protection is a relative term with many degrees. 
The best and most equitable tariff bill that was 
ever framed was sent into Congress in 1882 by the 
commission of which Harry Oliver of Pittsburg 
was the President, but the manufacturers 
knocked it to pieces by inserting in it all sorts of 
petty characters vf protection for pen-knives, 
buttons, and other notions, until 1 am free to say 


+ it was in many respects a Yankee notion bill, 


dealing with small matters that needed no pro- 
tection instead of giving protettion to large indus- 
tries that were entitled twit. Fur instance, the 
tinplate question is one that I am in favor of, and 
there are other important business enterprises 
that I believe should be taken under our national 
wing, but there are many petty industries which 
are constantly clamoring for it, but which need no 
protection whatever. 

Hitherto Senator Shermaa’s soundness on 
the protection question has not been doubted. 
But there are grave fears that such will not be 
the case henceforth, and that the ultra protec- 
tionists will fall on him and seek to rend him. 
They have attacked Tuz Trrsunz for uttering 
just such sentiments and called it a free 
trader. 

Tue Tarsune has always said that there 
were degrees in protection; that there was 
moderate protection, which sheltered the 
American wage scale from the destructive 
competition of the lower foreign wage scale, 
but which did not permit the home manu- 
facturer to form trusts to exact extortionate 
profits; and that there was immoderate pro- 
tection which sheltered the American manu- 
facturer from foreign competition, even 
though he should charge prices which were 
excessive on the consumer. Senator Sherman 
takes the same view of the case, just as he did 
last year when he warned the manufacturers 
not to abuse the protection given them by 
forming trusts. 

Taz Trisuns has stood up always for the 
bill reported by the Tariff Commission of 
1882, which had on it as strong protectionists 
as Henry Otiver of Pennsylvania, John L. 
Hayes of Michigan, and Mr. Porter of Illi- 
nois, the present Superintendent of the Cen- 
sus. Their work formed the substance of the 
Tariff act of 1883. This paper has been cursed 
uphill and down for holding that position by 
the high priests of prohibitory protection. It 
has been read out of the party again and 
again by chumps and grabbers. It was pro- 
claimed a heretic last summer by a number of 
“Honorables,”” most of whom were consigned 
by last fall’s elections to the Erring Congress- 
men’s Retreat. It is pleasant to see that 
Senator Sherman thinks as highly of the work 
of the Repubilcan Tariff Commission of 1882 


as this paper does. It would have been enor- 


mously better for the party if its leaders in 
Congress had stuck by that report and the 
tariff principles of Garfield and not drifted so 
far from safe anchorage ground. 

This paper has pointed out from time to 
time that there was altogether too much inter- 
ference by manufacturers with the legislation 
of Congress, and that the result had been that 
some” interests were able to get a degree of 
protection to which they were not entitled, as 
Senator Sherman shows. 


MR. WATTERSON DRAWS BACK FROM HIS 
COLD BATH. 

Mr. Watterson’s method of dealing with 
free trade reminds one of the individual who 
announces that it is his intention to take an 
ice-cold bath. He talks of the invigorating, 
stimulating effects of cold water on the con- 
stitution. But as the time set for taking the 
bath draws near he grows more doubtful. He 
fears the’ reaction on his system, and finally 
he gives directions first that the chill be taken 
off the water, and finally that it be made com- 
fortably lukewarm. That having been done, 
he plunges in with great enthusiasm, and 
afterwards boasts that he likes an ice-cold 
bath, . 

When Mr. Watterson was in this city last 
month he was eager fur his cold-water bath. 
He had this talk with a reporter: 


“How will we raise revenue if we adopt free 
trade?” he was asked, and seplied: “I am notin 
favor of the abolition of all tariffs. England 
raises $100,000,000 by tariffs, but there is none of 
her taxes that are laid for protection. and that is 
the system this country will adopt. I certainly 
believe we can collect onr taxes on a purely 
revenue basis, when the taxes will all go into the 

ury and not to the favored classes [meaning 
the millions of people engaged in manufacturing]. 
Taxes on customs for revenue ony are the batter 
taxes by fartnan any others, but no hint of pro- 
tection must be contained in any tariff law that is 
passed in the future. [ believe the Ways and 
Means committee of the next Congress will 
formulate a tariff bill for revenue only and pass 
it, bat, of course. it will be vetoed by the Presi- 
dont and the Senate.” 


Andeven after his return home he reiter- 
ated his longing for a free-trade cold douche 
when Congress met in December. He was 
ready to take duties off all competitive goods 
and raise the revenue after the English tash- 
ion by duties on tea, coffee, and sugar. But 
as the day draws near for the meeting of Con- 
gress Mr. Watterson’s ardor wanes. The

SEVENTY-FOUR YEARS AGO. 

Tus Trisuwe stated afew days since that 
‘in the olden times ” to which some lecturers 
and writers refer as halcyon days forthe work- 
er, the latter had to pay twice as much as now 
for the necessaries of civilization, except the 
commonest articles of food, while earning far 
less than today. The statement is borne out 
fully by a book account unearthed by the De- 
partment of Agriculture. It shows that in 
1817 the following prices. were paid by a cus- 
tomer at a store in Boscawen (now Webster), 
N.H.: 11b coffee, 25 cents; % lb loaf sugar, 
27 cents; 14 lb tea, 26 cents; 4 lb powder, 17 
cents; ¢ lb shot, 17 cents; 34 dozen plates, 
29 cents; 8 Ibs cotton yarn, $2.25; one 
nutmeg, 13 cents; 8 hoes, $2.00; 28 
los fish, $1.25; 4 yatd cotton lining, 
8 cents; one yard flannel, 62 cents; 12 
pearl buttons, 17 cents; }¢ yard cambric, 24 
cents; 13¢ yards calico, 75 cents; }¢ yard mus- 
lin, 42 cents; 4% yards fulled cloth, $7.92; one 
gill New England rum, 10 cents; 8 yards black 
silk, $8; 4 yards calico, $1; 5 yards cambric, 
$3.05; 4¢ yard shirting, 34 cents; one gallon 
West India rum, $1.40; one pound sugar, 20 
cents ; one felt hat, $1.50; one ounce of indigo, 
28 cents; 4{ pound hyson tea, 42 cents; 5 yards 
calico, $2.50. And an item of credit that ap- 
pears in the same book suggests the rate of 
wages then paid for transient labor in a com- 
munity of farmers. It is: ** Ohe-half day’s 
work, 26 cents,”’ 

At that rate one day’s labor would buy a 
single yard of calico, no more. Now the 
cheapest farm labor in that region is paid at 
the rate of $1 per day, and the worker in har- 
vest time gets $1.75. The yard of calico can 
be purchased with the pay for the labor of 
half an hour in haying or harvest time. Many 
other articles have been cheapened in nearly 
the same proportion, and the worker is thus 
able to buy vastly,more than could his prede- 
cessor of seventy-four years ago with the pro- 
ceeds of one day’s toil. The truth i the 
farmer and mechanic of today cannot realize 
the immensity of the change. The farmer is 
unable to understand how unsalable and anre- 
munerative were the products of the soil, 
or how dear and therefore difficult to 
purchase were all the products of man- 
ufacture. The eight-hour worker in the 
city does not stop to think, or would not be- 
lieve when told, that his predecessor of long 
after the battle of Waterloo was fought worked 
50 per cent more time for far less money per 
diem than himself, and, except food, could 
not buy nearly so much for the dollar when it 
was earned as the dollar will purchase today. 

This wonderful change has been brought 
about by conditions which many farmers and 
workers affect to regard as unhealthy and 
some of them denounce as little short of dia- 
bolical. It has been wrought by the invent- 
ive geuius of one set of men who found out 
how things could be produced and transported 
more cheaply than of yore and another set 
who had sufficient faith to invest their capi- 
tal in machinvery of different kinds for the 
carrying out of those new processes. But for 
those two classes the workers on farm or m 
the city might still have to toil long and to 
‘little purpose as compared with the results 
achieved now, and the city workers would be 
far less numerous. The families of the farm- 
ers would still have to be fed from the produce 
of the fields and clothed with the product of 
domestic looms, purchasing and consuming 
little from beyond the boundaries of the 
farm, for the double reason that there was 
little to be bought and less to buy it with. 
Necessarily some inequalities in the distribu- 
tion have been developed during this tre- 
mendous revolution of habits and modes of 
life, but the mischief arising therefrom is in- 
calculably smail.im comparison with the ben- 
efits derived by all classes therefrom. 


REFORM IN THEORY, MISREFORM IN 
FACT. 

The following plan for the reformation of 
the City Council is suggested by Mr. George 
B. Swift: 

There should not be more than twenty Alder- 
men at the utmost, to be elected regardless of 
geographical divisions, and these Aldermen 
should be paid by the city. They should have 
$5,000 a year at least. Then they could drop other 
business and attend to city affairs exclusively. 
The city has no right to expect that in these days 
of sharp competition a man will give his services 
to the municipality for nothing. 

Mr. Swift has been accused of being a “‘ ma- 
chine” politician. He certainly is a “ ma- 
chine ” reformer,. for hi¢ plan is based on the 
assumption that a law is the great cure-all. If 
his scheme were in force the state of things 
would be much worse than it is now. 

At present the Aldermen who serve the city 
a few hours per week do not get salary 
enough from the city therefor to enable them 
to live upon it. Each of them must have 
some private business to support him, and he 
must give it some attention. If each “ City 
Father ’’ were to get $5,000 salary per year he 
would not have to work for his support and 
would give up all his time to plying the 
boodler’s arta. That is the way it is with the 
New York Aldermen, who get $5,000 a year 
out of the taxpayers. Their corruptibility 
has increased with their pay, and so it would be 
in Chicago. An Alderman getting $5,000 year- 
ly would be enabled to devote his entire time 
to devising schemes for selling franchises and 
squeezing corporations and securing swag. 

In the next place the smaller the number of 
Aldermen the easier would it be to form a 
ring, and the larger the share of each one’s 
loot, and the harder would it be to break the 
combine, There are sixty-eight members of 
the Council now, and a combination for pur- 
poses of plunder must have thirty-five votes, 
With twenty Aldermen, eleven blackmailers 
would rule the Council absolutely and would 
be much less likely to quarrel among them- 
selves and be found out. Under the old Con- 
stitution the State Senate had but twenty-five 
members. The journals will show how often 
a solid thirteen stood shoulder to shoulder. 

Finally it the twenty Aldermen were honest 
there would not be enough of them to do the 
detailed and localizéd amount of work which 
has te be performed by them. At present the 
representatives of a ward are expected to, and 
generally do, keep a pretty close eye on local 
improvements within their bailiwick—the 
paving of streets, making sidewalks, the lay- 
ing of water and gas mains, sewers, gas and 
electric lamps, new schoolhouses, and scores 
of other matters looked after by them because 
they are on the ground and see what is 
wanted.

| them the policy and wisdom of electing men 


because they are honest and competent. After 
he has converted them, or a majority of them, 
he will see a wonderful change for the better 
in the City Counci] Chamber. 
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In a recent editorial Mr. Watterson says: 
“The tariff is a tax, whether imposed for 
revenue or for protection.” Mr. Watterson 
has held hitherto—perhaps does now, unless 
he'has flopped—that the difference between a 
tariff tax for revenue and one for protection 
is that while each increases the cost of imports 
to the consumer to the extent of the duty the 
latter makes the consumer pay for all domes- 
tie manufactures an increased price equal to 
what the duty would be on them were they im- 
ported. He has held further that this extra 
sum, which according to Uleveland, Mills, and 
him is extorted from the consumers without 
ah equivalent, is paid over to manufacturers 
as an exorbitent unlawful profit, and that 
none of it goes to the workmen. And it is to 
do away with what he considers a “‘ system of 
spoliation ’’ that he has on various occasions 
urged the adoption of the English free-trade 
system, which taxes no competitive manu 
factures, 

And yet on the verge of the meeting of Con- 
gress and of the commencement of the Presi- 
dential campaign he says that on the whole it 
is better not to put the ax ,to the root of this 
system of alleged * legalized plunder,” but 
only to pinch off some of its exuberant foli- 
age, and trim off a few. small branches—to re- 
vise the tariff a little. Is that Mr. Watterson’s 
present idea of dealing fairly with the con- 
sumers if it be true that they have, as Mr. 
Mills and he asseverate, been robbed of a 
billion and a quarter dollars a year? If Mr. 
Watterson was right in what he said then he 
is proposing to palter with wrong now. In 
other words, he has flopped again. 

Does Mr. Watterson know what he really 
does believe? Can he write out for himself 
a creed which will not stretch with summer 
heats and shrink with winter colds?

Though it has been announced that the recently 
elected County Commissioners at their conference 
Monday last informally resolved that the ap- 
pointees for the offices in the gift of the new 
Cuunty Board should not be selected from among 
those who at present hold office in the county, 
city, and Federal) buildings, the officeholders have 
not taken the hint, and the Deputy Coroners, 
record-writers, assistant. foremen, sidewalk in- 
spectors, and third and fourth assistant clerks 
are making life a burden to the new Commission- 
erswith their: beggings and beseechings. The 
Cow missioners would save themselves a world of 
trouble if they would publicly and formally 
adopt the resolution which they informally 
adopted in conference Saturday. In the 
meantime the Mayor. the Coroner, the 
Controller, and the Superior Court Clerk 
would do well to notify their subordinates, who 
are apparently not well pleased with the positions 
for which they begged so hard, not so long ago 
either, that their resignations would be accept- 
able. There is not one of the mob of present 
officeholders who are now candidates for County 
Wardenships and superintendencies who have 
any respectable qualifications for the places they 
seek. They 1reail well enough in a subordinate 
capacity and should be content with their present 
positions. The County Board can pick out much 
better men from the mass of Republicans who do 
not hold office at the present time. If the candi- 
dates are in the line of promotion it is quite an- 
other matter. It is wise to encourage efficiency 
by promotion. That is civil service reform. But 
the County Commissioners will do well to ignore 
the so-called “alaims” of the pestilent office- 
holders, who are always office beggars. —

CHINESE BEVOLUTIONIST CAUGHT. 


The Head of a RKebellions Secret Society 
Arrested—The Situation at Hunan, 

Saanepatr, China, Nov. 12.—Chen Kin Lung, 
leader of tne Kalao Hui, the secret somety 
which has been attempting a revolution in the 
province of Hunan, has been arrested by the 
Viceroy’s officers. On him were found papers 
addressing him as “Eighth Great Prince,”’ 
and referring to forees of which he is supposed 
to be the commander. Although three times 


put to the torture Chen Kin Lung has refused . 


to make any adrmissions concerning the Kalao 
Hui, and now the officials are feasting bim and 
plying him with liquor in the hope that he will 
confess when drunk. Mason, the Englishman 
who was concerned in an attempt to smuggle 
arms to the revoluthonists, has been examined 
and found to be harmless.

HE WANTS THE JOB FOR LIFE, 


Fonseca Seeks to Be Perpétual Dictator— 
Troublesome Times in Rio. 

Rio Janerro, Nov. 12.—Reports were cur- 
rent in this city today to the effect that the 
army and navy forees are making prepara- 
tions to proclaim Gen.da Fonseca a life dic- 
tator of Brazil. 

The government is securing a fall comple- 
ment of men for its warships by means of 
impressment. Many unlucky citizens have 
been seized in the namé of the government 
for this purpose. The press gang are carrying 
on their operations here and are actively en- 
gaged in the work of pouncing upon and 
forcibly conveying to the ships of war in the 
harbor, despite the entreaties, prayers, or 
physical resistance of their captives, all 
eligible men whom they think would make 
desirable members of a man-of-war’s crew. 
Very often it is only after a most desperate 
struggle that the gang succeed in overpower- 
ing and carrying off their unwillmg victims 
from home and family. 

A number of officers have started for Rio 
Grande do Sul, at which place it is reported 
those who have taken part in the revolution- 
ary movement against the dictatorship of 
Fonseca are now completely under the control 
of the government. 

The state of affairs here at present is by no 
means satisfactory. In nearly every respect 
matters are going wrong. In the last two 
years the country has been floated with irre. 
deemable paper money, now amounting 
nominally to $250,000,000, and depreciated to 
less than 55 per cent of its nominal value. In 
consequence of the depression of the currency 
and burdensome taxes all necessaries of life 
cost exorbitant prices, which are constantly 
rising. Che bakers had a meeting the other 
day and decided on account of the high price 
of flour and increase of house rent and gen- 
eral living expenses to diminish the size of 
loaves of bread. The decision was entirely 
unnecessary, as the bakers had already done 
individually what at the meeting they resolved 
to do collectively. Many articles of prime 
necessity cost more than double’ the price .of 
two years ago, while salaries and wages have 
not risen correspondingly. 

The country has just passed through a seri- 
ous disturbance originating in a cause ridicu- 
lously insignificant. There was a.manager of 
an opera company who was very unpopular in 
certain circles. On the night of the sixth

It was observed that many 
soldiers and marines had taken part with the 
mob against the police force. On the follow- 
ing day there was no disturbance, but on the 
next night when the police issuea from the 
barracks and returned to the streets the riot- 
ing was renewed. Firearms were freely used 
and many persons were wounded, two and 
perhaps more being killed. This was before 
the seizure of the government by Fonseca, but 
times have become no more tranquil since.

WARSHIPS IN SOUTH AMERICA, 


The Yorktown Keeps on Its Way to Chile 
~Plans of the Navy Department. 

Wasuineton, D.C., Nov. 12.—[Special, ]— 
The Yorktown has arrived at Montevideo, 
and, instead of being sent back to Rio on ac- 
count of the recent developments in Brazil 
as thought probable some days ago, she has 
been directed to continue to Chile with all 
possible dispatch. This is pretty conclusive 
evidence that the Brazilian troubles are 
looked upon by the administration as second- 
ary in importance to the Chilean affair. Had 
the Yorktown put into Rio it might have been 
detained there until the arrival of an- 
other vessel, but, having missed that 
point, the department concluded that 
there was too great need for 
her presence in Chile to waste time in send- 

her back. The Boston is expected at 
Bahia daily, and upon arrival there her com- 
manding officer will probably be instructed to 
touch at Rio on his way sout If the situa- 
tion should be found serious she will be de- 
tained until the arrival of the Yantic. which 
should reach that point in about-ten days. 
The emergency will have to be great to keep 
her in Rio, as the Navy Department is quite 
anxious to have the Boston and the Yorktown 
in Chilean waters at the earliest possible mo- 
ment. These are the two vessels that were 
sent from the home station especially for the 
purpose of relieving the Francisco and 
the Baltimore. 

It will be the policy of the administration 
to keep several vessels im Chilean waters for 
some months to come, even if Chile grants the 
demand for reparation. It ‘is realized that 
time alone can place the new government on 
a permanent basis, and itis not deemed safe 
to leave that coast without ships until all dan- 
ger of further revolution is over. Indeed it is 
hinted that the Secretary of the Navy contem- 
plates dividing the Pacific into two. naval sta- 
tions, with a Rear-Admiral in command of 
each, in order that more attention can be 
given to the South Pacific in the future. 

Reports from the Brooklyn Navy-Yard are 
that work there is being actively pressed.

New Yor, Nov. 12.—[(Special.]—The Na- 
tiona) League reassembled this morning at 
the Fifth Avenue Hotel, The delegates were 
late in arriving, but the session was a most 
interesting one.

The league has never allowed its managers to 
participate in its legislation, the only excep~ 
tion having been in Anson’s case last year, 
when, during the troubles’ of the Players’ 
League, it was unaniniously voted to allow 
*Uncle ” to occupy a seat at the meetings, 
and he has always done so up to the present 
time. Wright seemed to- take umbrage at 
this and resolved that if ‘‘ Uncie”’ weut in 
he would follow.

LINCOLN’S MOTHER’S FORGOTTEN GRAVE. 


Un a Distant Hill in an Almost Deserted 
Indiana Village. 

Corvumevs, Ind., Nov. %—On a branch of 
the Mackey lines in the northern part of 
Spencer County, in this State, is Lincoln Sta- 
tion. There are but few houses there, and the 
word station, as called out by the train em- 
ployés, certainly is appropriate. 

Twenty-five years ago there were a thousand 
people residing there, and it was then known 
as Lincoln City, a name by which strangers 
only speak of it now. 

, At that time a number of Eastern capital- 
ists, whose homes were at Boston, had charge 
of and boomed Lincoln Station: They pur- 
chased §00 acres of land, held auction sales 
of lots and realized handsomely for a time, 
but failed to pfovide remtnerative employ- 
ment for the new settlets, and Lincoln City 
ceased to grow. , 

An epidemic of typhoid-fever set in and in- 
stead of a city there was a graveyard on the 
hill near it. There are a few of the then 
young generation, now in the middle of life, 
whose thoughts run back with sorrow to the 
or of Lincoln City and the fate that

There was a period of ’ nths 
when no one lived on eat te ae and 
when the land on which if was built would 
not bring $10 an acre. It was at. this. time 
that this land was in the hands of the Tax 
Collector and Sheriff of Spéncer County, 

There is a reason why Lincoln Station will 
not cease to exist, for the name itself is sug- 
gestive of itssignificance. It was at this place 
that President Lincoln spent four years of his 
boyhood life and where his ‘mother died in 
1818. To the southwest of .the station, in a 
heavy piece of oak’timnber on the top ef a high 
hill the base of which is covered with a growth 
of underbrush, is the grave of the mother of 
President Lincoln, Its exact identity was at 
one time lost, and no one ‘ives today who can 

itively say which is the grave of Nancy 
anks Lincoln, 

One was selected, however, as it, and in 1879 
friends caused to be erected a neat white mar- 
ble slab on which was inscribed: 


Nancy Hanks Lincoty 
Mother of President Lincoln, : 
: Died Oct. 5, 181 Years, ; 
‘Erected by a friend of her Martyred Son, 1879.: 
An iron fence protects the frave from what 
has befallen others on that hill-tcp—that of a 
wallowing place for hogs, Some kind hand 
has transplanted a few roses upon the grave 
and carried some pot flowers there, but each 
have fared badly for want of proper sunshine. 
It is a fearfully negiected spot which, but for 
the small slab and iron fence, would soon be 
obliterated. The fact is that the much-her- 
alded monument erected to the memory of 
President Lincoln’s mother does not exist. 
There is yet no wagon way to the top of the 
hill where lies the body of Mrs. Lincoln, and 
in 1818, at the time of her death, her body was 
conveyed to its Jast resting-place u 
In the minds of the inhabitants the memory 
of President Lincoln is yet fresh, and many 
are the stories told of his boyh days.

Comanche, Keogh's Charger, Dies of Old 
Age at Fort Kiley. 

Kanes Crry, Mo,, Nov. 42.—Word has been 
received here of ‘the death of Comanche, the 
most celebrated horse in the United States 
cavalry service, at Fort Riley last Thursday. 
He was 45 years of age and the only living 
thing be to the United States service 
which escaped massacre at. the battle of 
the Little Big where Gen. Custer and 
his command were massacred. "He was one 
of the original mount of the Seventh Cavalry, 
which regiment was organized in 1866, and 
had been in alentovery battle in the Indian 
service. 

After the sti of Little Big Horn he was 
fouad covered with wounds, riderless and sad- 
dieless, some distance from the scene of the 
massacre. He was taken charge of by Capt. 
Rowlan and sent to Fort Riley, where for 
fourteen years he had not been subject to 
bridle, and had been in charge of the 14° 
Caval His neath was due to old t age.

Enterprising showmen have from time to 
time endeavored to secure Comanche for ex- 
hibition pur bat the authorities have in- 
variably refused to disturb his well-earned 
reet.

It will be remembered that Custer’s ill-fated 
command used the dead bodies of their horses 
killed by the shower of Indian bullets as a 
barricade as far as possible. All the horses 
were saddled, as the troop had ridden into - 
valley and attacked the Sioux camp; and, 
Comanche was found stripped of his iecadhes- 
ments, 1t has always up oaey tay that his 
saddle and bridle were taken by the victorious 
Indians, who, believmg that he Sone $s die of 
his wounds, turned him loose.

DAYS OF BIG ANIMALS NUMBERED. 

Great Decrease in the Large Game in Africa. 

An article by Mr. Bryden in the last Pro- 
ceedings of the British Zoélogical Society says 
the days of the giraffe are numbered. A few 
years ago herds of seventy or eighty of them 
were often met in various parts of Africa. 
Mr. Bryden says that nineteen giraffes are 
now a large herd.. They have been hunted so 
mercilessly both by natives and foreign sports- 
men that they are rapidly bevoming extinct. 

The intelligent African, King Khama, has, 
however, taken the giraffe under his protec- 
tion and hopes to save it from extermination.

TRIED TO INSULT OUR CONSUL-GENERAL 


Reporter Robinson of England Airs His 


Ignorance at a Canadian Dinner. 


Orrawa, Ont., Nov. 12.—[Special.]—Philip 


Robinson, the correspondent of the London 
Times, who has been cabling dispatches to that 
paper to the effect that there is an Irish-A mer- 
ican conspiracy to annex Canada to the 
United States, was one of the guests at a din- 
ner given last evening by the Hon, Edgar 
Dewdney, Minister of the Interior.

DEATH ENDS A CELEBRATED LAWSUIT. 


Trials of R. M. King, the Adventist, Closed 
by Bis Sudden Demise. ; 

Mempnis, Tenn., Nov. 12.—{Special. ]|—The 
case of R. M. King, pending in the United 
States Supreme Court, has been terminated 
by the sudden death of the defendant last 
night at the home of John John- 
son, near Dyersburg, Tenn, The 
case has been one that attracted unusual at- 
tention, especially among Christian people, 
as on the decision depended largely the legali- 
ty of enforcing the observance of the Sunday 
laws. King was a farmer and a man 
of intelligence, well posted on current 
events. He was an earnest advocate of 
the Seven Day Adventists’ doctrine, and while 
his Methodist neighbors worked 1n their fields 
Saturday he devoted histime to the worship 
of God according to his belief, and 
Sunday, while his neighbors went 
to their church, he plowed in 
his fields. As a result he was arrested and 
tried in the Criminal Court and fined $75. Re- 
fusing to pay the penalty he was placed in jail, 
but was shostis released on a writ of 
habeas corpus and appealed the decision 
to the Supreme Court of the State. Again 
the case was decided against him, and it was 
appealed to the United States Circuit Court 
and tried before Judge E. S. Hammond. 
case whs ably argued by Don M. Dickinson 
and Judge N. E. Richardson of Dyers- 
burg. After waiting for nearly three 
months Judge Hammond rendered an 
exhaustive decision on the subject, sustaining 
the decisions of the State courts, declaring 
that since the law was one of the State statues 
it should be observed by the citizens of that 
State, and that the United States court had 
no jurisdiction. The case was then appealed 
to the Supreme Court of the Ynited States.
